RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be 
used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to 
parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the 
Moderator’s rules at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s 
rules, or establish new rules, will always take precedence to other business 
which is already “on the floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, 
these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





¢ There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
¢ Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


¢ When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 





e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making 
an amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given 
time. When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, 
the amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will 
then continue considering the original motion as it has now been amend- 
ed. If the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in 
its form prior to the motion to amend. 


¢ A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


¢ A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in 
writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be 
requested before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a 
question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), 
but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have 
to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful 
and efficient meeting.

TOWN MEETING - MARCH 10, 1998 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the polls at 9:00 a.m. in the 
downstairs of the Town Hall. All election official had been sworn in, namely: 
Robert Fowler, Carroll Chase, Sue Brown, Cynthia Nason and Alice Haslett. 
The Moderator then proceeded immediately upstairs to open Town Meeting. 

The Moderator opened the meeting by explaining the rules of procedure, 
followed by the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, the introduction of the Town 
Officials, and noted that the polls would be open downstairs from 9:00 a.m. to 
7:00 p.m. for the purpose of electing Town and School Officials and for decid- 
ing the written ballot items. The Moderator also introduced the Town's 
Attorney, Lawrence Gardner. Mr. Johnson announced that at the Annual 
Freedom School District Meeting held the night before, the budget of 
$1,476,000.00 had been approved. 


Mr. Johnson then proceeded with the reading of the Warrant: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Freedom in the County of Carroll 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town 
of Freedom will be held at the Freedom Town Hall on Tuesday, the 10th 
day of March, 1998, at 9:00 o'clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects. 

There will be voting by Official Ballot for the election of Town 
Officers and all other articles requiring vote by Official Ballot. The polls 
open at 9:00 a.m. and close at 7:00 p.m. unless there is a vote to keep the 
polls open to a later hour. The ballots will be counted after the polls close 
at 7:00 p.m. 

All other articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon begin- 
ning at 9:00 a.m. at the Freedom Town Hall. 


ARTICLE I: (To vote by Official Ballot) 


To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


For the purposes of these Minutes, the election results are included here- 
in as follows: 


The day started with 951 voters on the checklist, two were removed (one 
death; one duplicate) and 25 new voters were added during the day for a total 
of 974. We had a total of 574 people voting, approximately 59%.

The proposed amendment would allow residence camps, recreational 
campgrounds or camping parks as special exception uses in both the Rural 
Residential District and the General Residential District. Currently, camps 
and campgrounds are allowed only in the Rural Residential District by 
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Special Exception. The proposed amendment would change the definition 
of campground and would recognize that campgrounds play an important 
role in the Town. The proposed amendment lists specific conditions that 
must be met before camps are allowed by special exception and specifies 
information that must be included in an application. The amendment. 
would only apply to new residence camps, recreational campgrounds or 
camping parks not already in existence on March 10, 1998."

As Treasurer of the Town of Freedom, I have worked hard again this year 
to do my part in helping to keep the tax rate down and making your money 
work for you. 

In 1998, again I compared the rates at the different banks looking for the 
best rates to invest your tax dollars and the best rate for a TAN (money banks 
lend to municipalities called Tax Anticipated Notes). Each year our Town 
appropriates $8,000.00 to cover the interest for the money that is borrowed 
from the bank in order for the Town to operate. It is noted every year in the 
selectmen's report how much 1s spent on interest. This year, 1998, the amount 
is $5,111.00. In the Treasurer's report under recoveries/interest income, it 
shows that our Town recovered more than we spent. Interest income earnings 
were $8,817.99. TAN interest spent was $5,111.00. There was a net gain of 
$3,706.99 for the Town. The Town not only saves the $8,000.00 that is appro- 
priated, but has a net gain also. This helps to keep your tax rate down. 

I enjoy serving the townspeople of Freedom as your Treasurer and will 
continue to make your money work for you.

FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


The year 1998 was an extremely busy one for all library-related personnel 
- Ellie Thurston, Librarian, the Trustees, Friends of the Library, loyal volun- 
teers and our outstanding Library Expansion Committee, chaired by Ed Reed, 
and comprised of Mark Bittner, Howard Bouve, Lee Fritz and Emery Stokes. 

After many interviews and an extensive search for an architect, the 
Expansion Committee selected Paul Gosselin of Salmon Falls Architecture. A 
number of drawings and revisions were submitted by Mr. Gosselin for the 
Committe's approval and, with an eye toward cost and future needs, a plan was 
selected which will more than double the size of our existing building. Ed 
Reed and his Committee have met with various groups in town to show and 
explain the drawings and a complete set is currently on display in the library. 

The next step entailed the formation of a Building Fund Capital Campaign 
Committee and we happily report that the Library Expansion group agreed, to 
a person, to put on new hats and assume the role of fundraisers with the help 
of the Friends of the Library, the Trustees and a large group of volunteer 
townspeople. Ed Reed, Chairperson, along with Gail Bickford of Freedom 
Press Associates designed a most informative and attractive brochure and the 
fundraising began. At this writing 100 people have been approached and have 
committed to approximately $85,000 of the $200,000 estimated cost of expan- 
sion. We are most gratified with the results to date and Lee Allison, a Trustee, 
is presently writing a number of foundations in search of grant monies. The 
Committee will keep the Trustees apprised of progress, and we will inform the 
town through timely newspaper updates.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN/ 
STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing ANY outside burning. Violations of RSA 227-L: 17, the fire permit 
law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to 
assist communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as 
well as the enforcement of forest fire & timber harvest laws. If you have any ques- 
tions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, 
and law enforcement. Early in 1998 we experienced an ice storm, which caused 
severe damage to forests of New Hampshire. This damage created a greater 
potential fire hazard as well as safety hazards to many areas of the state. Your 
local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in preventing wildfires 
in these hard hit areas and throughout the State. If you need assistance or infor- 
mation dealing with ice damaged woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the 
quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling 
the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs 
as low as possible.

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CODE OFFICER REPORT 


The year 1998 has come and gone with a flurry of activity in code enforce- 
ment. A total of 138 permits were issued. The majority were for remodeling, 
alterations, and accessory buildings. The number of new single family home 
permits numbered 10. 

Permit fees collected for the year were over $10,000. Hence, the activity 
and frequency of inspections were up which required more man hours on the 
job. However, permit fees collected were 100% more than expenditures. 

I continue to be active with the New Hampshire Building Officials 
Association and the Program of Continuing Education with code changes and 
State requirements.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
REPORT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment received 13 applications in | 99X. Six 
of those applications involved requests for dimensional variances (requests to 
build new structures or additions which are located at least in part in the side, 
front, or rear setbacks). Four dimensional variances were granted, and two 
were denied. The Board also: 


¢ Interpreted the ordinance to allow conversion of a shed to a summer 
apartment for elderly parents, with kitchen facilities to be removed 
when that particular need expires. 


¢ Granted special exceptions to allow an aromatherapy home occupation, 
and removal of four trees in the Shorefront Residential District. 


¢ Denied the request of Ossipee Lake Marina to add a sandwich shop, 
finding that the marina is in a residential zone and the proposed use was 
not accessory to the nonconforming marina use. 


¢ Granted two septic variances for waterfront lots that could not reason- 
ably comply with our 125' setback from wetlands, but which had state 
and Conservation Commission approval. 


¢ Granted a special exception to allow Camp Huckins to build an 80' x 
108' covered pavilion. 


This year the Board has voted unanimously to encourage the Selectmen to 
establish a job description and budget for a Zoning Officer. Building Inspector 
Paul Dorian has held the title of /toning Officer, but his particular duties have not 
been described or separately funded. At this point, he says he would be glad to be 
relieved of his zoning duties. The Board feels that the time has come for the Town 
to describe and fill a part-time position that would include time to help applicants 
file applications, time to monitor ongoing building activities, and time to follow 
up on the Special Exception uses and other approvals granted by the Board. 

Zoning is one important tool the Town has to help protect the essentially rural 
life we value so highly in Freedom. It is not intended to stop growth, but to man- 
age it. Consistent application of the ordinance is crucial; adding a part-time staff 
person will help the volunteer board members with this task. 

The KSC Realty Trust matter (the sale of water from the Foord property 
on Route 153 ) is still pending at the Carroll County Superior Court. The delay 
in getting the matter to trial is largely the result of scheduling difficulties at the 
courthouse. 

We continue to work closely with the Conservation Commission on mat- 
ters involving wetlands and septic systems. We also continue to value citizen 
input at our meetings. Our policy is to hear from anyone wishing to speak (or 
to write, as the case may be).

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POLICE REPORT 


The following ts a report of the Freedom Police Department for the year 
1998. 

On December 31, 1998, the 3 year grant, under which Charlie Pearson 
was hired, came to an end. In the years ahead the Town will be the one to fund 
this position. 

When we applied for this grant we were in the talking stages of hiring a sec- 
ond full time officer. The grant made this decision easy and allowed us to see if it 
was necessary. I think it's clear, we need this position. In the past the Police Dept. 
tried to cover many shifts with parttime police officers. This was okay but it left 
many shifts uncovered and was not in the best interest of the Town. 

For the second year in a row tragedy struck the local law enforcement 
community with the passing of Trp. Shawn Willard (an ex parttime Freedom 
police officer) we again had to experience the loss of one of our own. Shawn 
was not here a long time but I'm sure that he touched many of you while he 
was here and will be missed and thought of often. 

The Freedom Police Dept. received and responded to a total of 563 calls 
for service. The calls we received were similar to that of past years, such as 
alarms, burglaries, domestic disputes, motor vehicle accidents, etc. One posi- 
tive note is the decrease in the number of domestic disputes. In 1996 we had 
72, in 1997 we had 25 and in 1998 in was down to 16. 

The bike patrol was again a successful tool to the department. The bike 
was used to patrol neighborhood areas, campgrounds and used at various town 
gatherings in the village. 

In 1998 we received a lot of complaints from many of you concerned 
about speeding traffic. We as a department plan to address this problem with 
more intensive motor vehicle traffic enforcement in 1999. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Town Officials, the 
Department Heads and their employees, the citizen of the Town and all the 
people who volunteer their time to make the Town of Freedom such a special 
place to work. A special thanks goes out to the officers of the Freedom Police 
Department for their hard work and dedication to perform their duties in a 
courteous and professional manner.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


The calendar has made another full cycle as I review my journals and pon- 
der over making a summary and realizing what a fast ride, challenging and 
most difficult year 1998 has made in our history and for this annual report. — 
Maybe no need to be so exacting—but I have and will so continue to look, at 
our community as Freedom's family to protect. 

I realized it would be a busy year just with the new building projects 
approved at town meeting and the '98 ice storm clean-up all to be drafted, 
planned, constructed, with a constant figure out a strategy achievement to be 
met, always thinking back, and always thinking ahead instantaneously, for 
everyone's safety. 


-1998- A Year of Extreme Temperature Changes— 
to note some: Mar 27th- 70*, Mar 31st- 86*(set all time record) Apr Ist- 42* 
We learned from meteorologist worldwide talking about El Nino - La Nina!!! 


1998 Ice Storm -- our clean-up extended into Mar, Apr, & May. The use 
of the 38ft. Powered Man Lift worked wonders for some of our achievements. 

May started & ended with Heavy Rain. 

June the whole month—RECORD Setting Heavy Rainfall over 12 inches 
causing Ossipee River, Lake & Bays well over flood stage with property & 
portions of Huckins Road & Pequawket Trail under 3 ft. of water, brooks & 
streams overflowing 'causing various road washouts. Numerous emergency 
repairs were done to make roads passable.—(Still work to be performed to 
recover from the flood waters). 

July resulted a month of severe Thunder Storms/ Heavy Rain . Again 
already damaged roads were further impacted by more erosion. 

August—High temperatures / High Humidity / MORE Heavy Rain— 
and— August 24th worked all day toward repairing high water damage to Sq. 
Bk. Outlet header erosion—THEN—AT 3:50 pm we experienced the storm of 
STORMS!!! Fierce wind, sheet rain, golf ball size hail, thunder / lightening, 
zero visibility, lasted only minutes but resulted in severe damage & further ero- 
sion making 4 days clean-up w/ 2 days of extra trucks, chipper, & men hire. 
There was a swath about 3 miles wide coming from Ossipee Lk area toppling 
trees across roads, 5 places across Bennett, Oss Lk Vil, Freedom Point, Round 
Pd, Loon Lk, Freedom Vil, Oss Lake, E. Danforth, W.Danforth, Cushion Cor, 
Eaton, Fox Run, Rte. 25, and even a building at the transfer station blew over. 
The twister effect followed Ossipee River into Maine. A time when we all will 
remember where & what we were doing! 


IMPROVEMENTS: 


¢ Graveled Round Pond Road with 3/4 CBRG from Loon Lk Rd to Blake res- 
idence from there Rotten Rock was used to Grant reside 


¢ Sq. Bk. Outlet Installation of a 20' x 72" culvert w/ 300 yds fill gravel to replace 
what was washed away from all the high water floods. The old culvert was 
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shaped like an egg so a regular O ring type collar could not be used, so I 
formed what is known as a concrete collar to insure a tight seal between the 
two pieces to insure no leaks as it would undermine the road. Erosion con- 
trol fabric was used under a layer of rip rap rocks which was machine placed. 


Overgrown brush was cut back on Moulton, Round Pond, Freedom Point, 
Scarboro, Swetts Hill Roads. 


Youngs Hill Rd finally completed. (To clarify some controversy as to how 
much time was spent on construction this year & to those who may thought it 
would never be completed.) ---- 20 full days / 5 half days with just 2 men work- 
ing some of those days. We were rained out 'til July 20th -thru various days end- 
ing Aug 10th when under drain, catch basins, & culvert installation construc- 
tion completed. Two men Sept Ist-thru various days up to the 11th loamed, 
seeded, mulched, rip rap slope finalized, 3/4 CBRG put in place on 14 & 15 


Oct 2nd Sealed Pequawket Trail, Oss Lk Vil 1, & portions of 2 & 3, & a por- 
tion of Huckins, using 10,284.62 gals of MC #800 sealing tar. *Oct 15th 
Youngs Hill & Moulton Roads paved. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION: 


Spreader Body Rack & Storage Shed (60'x20'w/ 5 bays - my plan & design) 
Constructed by Hugh Priebe, Brian Perry, John Nason, Anthony DiFonzo, 
Devin Bolduc, Calvin Johnson, & myself. *Salt Shed (20'x48' - my plan & 
design) Sept 24th Frost walls dug- Concrete Footings in place by Hugh, 
John, Tony, & myself. Concrete walls by Baybutt Foundation Inc. Building 
construction done by Devin, Hugh, Tony, Calvin, myself, & John Krebs fill- 
ing in a day. We were ready for salt delivery Nov 10th. 


Fuel Storage System Facility—Dec 23rd a 6000 gal - double wall / 2 com- 
partment steel tank was delivered. (A Special Thank You to Tony DiFonzo 
for his expertise in the construction of the concrete work.) The diesel portion 
will be operational on Feb 10th. Note: H. E. Bergeron, Civil Engineering 
Firm, designed & submitted blue prints to the State of NH / D.E.S. After 
their 6 wk review D.E.S. stated in a letter that 10 additional items were to be 
added to the Fuel System, resulting a second design to be submitted & went 
under another 6 wk review. This Design was finally approved by D.E.S. 


I expect my planning & work performance to support my crew & with 
them giving their best, of their abilities, to support me, and so, I accept all com- 
pliments reminding me, of the fact, "YOU, my crew, are so important to me". 
Our progress was the result of not giving up, exercising our wisdom, always
